461, §7, isrepealed and the following
enacted in its place:

Sec. 1. Territorial limits; cor porate name; purpose. Theinhabitants and territory of the
Town of Milo constitute abody politic and corporate under the name of the Milo Water District, referred
tointhisAct as"thedistrict,” for the purpose of supplying the Town of Milo and theinhabitantsand others
of the district with pure water for domestic, sanitary, commercial, industrial, agricultural and municipal
purposes and for the purpose of supplying the town and inhabitants and others within the territory of the
district with sewer services.

SUMMARY
Thisbill changes the territory of the Milo Water District to include the whole town as the district.
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
